Lebanese political leaders were 
consulted on the cabinet before¬ 
hand and most of them had alr¬ 
eady made their approval known. 

Today, the Palestinians, whom 
the rightwing has blamed for the 
19-month civil war and whose att¬ 
itude is a major consideration, 
gave their assent too. 

“We welcome the Lebanese go¬ 
vernment and wish it success,” a 
Palestinian spokesman told Reut¬ 
er. At least 250,000 Palestinians 
are in Lebanon and their comma¬ 
ndos fought alongside the mainly- 
Moslem left against Christian rig¬ 
htists in the civil war. 

“We hope the government will 
seek to improve Palestinian-Leba- 
nese relations,” the spokesman 
said. 

But Abu Arz, head of the Chr¬ 
istian extremist “Guardians of the 
Cedars," told the rightist news¬ 
paper A1 Ahrar today : "We shall 
move the lattle to their (Palestin¬ 
ian) stronghold. We shall not 
hand over our weapons until a st¬ 
rong Lebanese -r-mv has beer reb¬ 
uilt.” 

Furthermore, Lebanon’s biggest 


rightwing organisation, the Phala- 
ngist Party, has begun training its 
fighters in guerrilla tactics. 

Mr. Bechir Gemayel, military 
chief of the party’s militia and ov¬ 
erall commander of rightwing for¬ 
ces in Lebanon, yesterday disclo¬ 
sed the change in training meth¬ 
ods. 

Mr. Gemayel said the guerrilla 
tactics were adopted “two days 
after the Syrians entered the Beir¬ 
ut battle areas," for fear the pre¬ 
sent truce will end in underground 
wartare along confessionalist lin¬ 
es.” 

President Sarkis, briefing the 
new cabinet last night, made pro¬ 
minent reference to the Lebanese 
army, which disintegrated on co¬ 
mmunal lines in the civil war. 

"We are in a country that requ¬ 
ires complete rebuilding,” Mr. Sa¬ 
rkis told the eight ministers. 

"The state and its institutions, 
including the army and police for¬ 
ce. have to be reconstructed and 
so has the paralysed economy." 

President Sarkis and the memb¬ 
ers of the government reviewed 
the most important questions re¬ 


quiring their urgent attention at 
their first meeting. 

The Director General of the Pr¬ 
esident's Office, Mr. Carlos Kho- 
ury, mentioned among these pro¬ 
blems the authorisation of a loan 
to the Development Bank with a 
guarantee from the Central Bank 
to reactivate the private sector, 
the possible issue of treasury bo¬ 
nds and the possibility of loans 
from the National Social Security 
Fund to the state to cover social 
spending. 

The new cabinet will also have 
to decide as soon as possible on 
a system of aid for the repair of 
houses and of assistance for dis¬ 
placed persons, to settle the pro¬ 
blem of unpaid rents and amend 
the law on rents, and to grant aid 
and necessary loans to universit¬ 
ies and hospitals. 

Mr. Khoury said the head of 
state asked .each minister to prep¬ 
are dossiers on the questions und¬ 
er his responsibility with a view 
to submitting them to the cabinet 
in order to take the necessary me¬ 
asures. 


The cabinet will meet again on 
Wednesday Dec. 15. 

The cabinet excludes the “old 
guard” of Lebanese political chie¬ 
ftains whose militias fought the 
civil war. 

It comprises two bankers, a bus- 
inesseman, a lawyer, an engineer 
and three physicians. The eight 
men have an average age of 47 - - 
youthful for Lebanese politics. 

Dr. Al Hoss. whose responsibi¬ 
lities include the Information Min¬ 
istry said today that both Leban¬ 
on's radio stations would broad¬ 
cast unified programmes from Su¬ 
nday.

Tel Aviv radio: 
PLO state would 
recognise Israel 

TEL AVIV, Dec. *10 (AFP). — 
An Israeli member of parlia¬ 
ment recently met with a top 
Palestine Liberation Organisa¬ 
tion (PLO) official and was told 
the organisation would recogni¬ 
se Israel if it accepted the set¬ 
ting up of a Palestinian state 
in the occupied territories, Is¬ 
raeli radio reported yesterday. 

The Brussels correspondent 
of the radio said that Mr. Arieh 
Eliav, met the Palestinian offi¬ 
cial, one of the organisation's 
top five leaders, in the Belgian 
capital. 

The correspondent said Mr. 
Eliav did not request official 
permission to establish the con¬ 
tact but reported back to Pre¬ 
mier Yitzhak Rabin.

The sources said the council 
would discuss steps to “reunify" 
the national Palestinian move¬ 
ment, and work out a united at¬ 
titude with “the other Arab sta¬ 
tes” towards Israel and "the in¬ 
ternational “scene”. 

It would also discuss ways to 
perpetuate the Palestinian resis¬ 
tance. and particularly to pursue 
the armed struggle if Israel persis¬ 
ted in hindering a Palestinian set¬ 
tlement. 

The legal implications of setting 
up a new state, the sources said, 
involved the status of "Arab Israe¬ 
lis" in Israel within its 1947 bor¬ 
ders, and of Palestinians establi¬ 
shed in Arab countries. 

The council would be concern¬ 
ed with the positions of Palesti¬ 
nians “massively established” in 
the Arab states neighbouring Isra¬ 
el - - Lebanon Syria ^nd Jordan. 

The council would decide when 
the Palestinian parliament should 
be called to ratify Palestinans’ 
“options”, following the lessons of 
the Lebanese civil war and in the 
light of the latest U.N. resolutions, 
the sources added’. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10 (R). — Se¬ 
ven Americans who swept all of 
the 1976 Nobel prizes received 
their awards here tonight from 
Sweden’s King Carl Gassaf. 

The United States is the first 
nation in the 76-year history of 
the Nobel tradition to take home 
all the prizes given in one year. 
They include awards for literature, 
physics, chemistry, medicine Sad 
economics. 

The Nobel peace prize was not 
given this year. 

Nobel Foundation Chairman Sli¬ 
ne Bergstroem said in a welcom¬ 


ing address that the open attitu¬ 
de of-American universities to¬ 
wards research and liberal U.S. 
immigration policies accounted for 
the growing American shade of 
the annual prizes. 

Professor Bergstroem said that 
in the first 25 years of the awards 
Europeans dominated, with only 
four of 84 prizes going to Ameri¬ 
cans. But in the past 25 years this 
share has grown to 48 out of 100 
awards. 

The 1976 literature laureate 
was novelist Saul Bellow, 61. The 


Physics prize was shared by Pro¬ 
fessors Burton Richter and Samuel 
C.C. Ting, who independently dis¬ 
covered a new heavy atomic par¬ 
ticle. 

Professor William N. Lipscomb 
of Harward won the chemistry pri¬ 
ze for his research on boranes, 
while Professors Carleton Gadjdu- 
sek and Baruch S. Blumberg shar¬ 
ed the medicine prize for their 
work on infectious diseases. The 
economics award went to Profes¬ 
sor Milton Friedman for his writ¬ 
ings on monetary theory and sta¬ 
bilisation policy.

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How deep is their folly 


One of the measures of the depth of one’s folly is the 
capacity to make that folly known over and over again, as 
the United States did again at the United Nations this week 
by voting against the resolution that called for the reconvening 
of the Geneva Middle East Peace Conference with the partici¬ 
pation of the PLO. Does it mean anything to the United States 
that 122 nations voted for the resolution, and only two - - the 
United States and Israel - - voted against ? It does to us. 

It means that the process is continuing by which the 
United States and Israel are finding thr mselves isolated over 
and over again in the political forums of the world. It also 
means there is some peculiar reason.why the United States 
will not see the plain reality that the rest of the world has 
long recognised, the reality of Israel’s excesses and the Pales¬ 
tinian people’s rights. 

This is all the more peculiar because the leaders of the 
United States are not dummies, though they sometimes act 
like it. This week, for example, the United States stood by 
Israel and voted against the General Assembly’s call to resume 
the Geneva talks, while at the same time it started delivering 
F-15 fighter jets to Israel and approved in principle an Israeli 
request for several hundred of the new and more sophisticated 
F-16 fighters. This is a catalogue of sheer imbecility being 
played out at the highest level of international politics. But 
why ? Is this how the United States plays its role as the broker 
of peace ? Clearly not These moves make peace more difficult 
and more distant 

The answer lies partly in how the American representative 
at the U.N. explained his vote. The good Mr. Scranton — he 
is no fool, though he too sometimes puts on the fool's cap and 
wags his head vigorously, even beyond the call of duty, which 
is already quite a lot for the job of U.S. representative at the 
U.N. — told the General Assembly that he voted against the 
resolution because it lacked “balance” (here one asks whether 
one has to lack balance oneself in order to see balance lacking 
in others ?). It’s the same line Mr. Scranton had to peddle the 
last time he voted against a similar resolution in the U.N., and 
it makes less sense now than it did then. If the U.S. really 
seeks balance, it should go to a circus and watch the tightrope 
walkers and the elephants who stand on little platforms, instead 
of bringing the theatrics of the circus and the logic of jungle 
beasts into the United Nations. But we know that Mr. Scranton 
just does what the State Department and the White House 
tell him to do, and we do not mean to insult the man person¬ 
ally. He’s just doing his job, and he is not the first or only 
man in the world who has to engage in deeds of ignominy and 
pathetic cowardice in order to get through the working day. 
Life’s tough. 

So who is responsible for the fact that Israel has tied up 
the United States on a leash and drags it around like a little 
kid with a new puppy? Mr. Scranton’s point about “balance” 
indicates that the facts of Palestinian nationalism are too 
glaring and too real to be appreciated by an Americon mind 
that is turned on and off by the fears and manias of Zionism. 
The talk of balance, within the context that Mr. Scranton put 
it, is the line that Israel tries to sell the world, and the world 
replied to this line as clearly as can be expected when it voted 
122-2 for the U.N. resolution. Does the United States know 
something that 122 other nations do not? Is the mystery of 
live locked up inside the Liberty Bell, and its secrets known 
only to the American ambassador at the United Nations ? We 
do not think so, but why does the American ambassador at 
the United Nations allow himself to be a marionette dancing 
to the tune of Zionism’s visions of conquest ? 

We suggest that what is happening here is the last stages 
of a process by which Israel and the United States have syste¬ 
matically cornered themselves into a position of isolation and 
immobility from which they will find it more and more difficult 
to come out They have done this by their foolish insistence 
on keeping Israel “strong” by keeping it supplied with weapons 
and protected by conquered lands. What they are learning now 
is both the folly of their views and the depth of their folly. 
Land and guns have just isolated Israel to the point where its 
only comfort in the one major forum that groups all the nations 
of the world is to look over to the other side of the room and 
see the American delegate obediently voting with it Is this 
how the United States sees its role as peace broker in the 
Middle East? Is this American idealism in action? Our guess 
is that Mr. Lincoln must be weeping in his grave. 

If the United States really seeks balance in the Middle 
East it should send 250 F-15 jets and 400 F-16 jets to the 
schoolchildren of Nablus and $2 billion to the people who 
used to live in Tal A1 Zaatar. 

It is not a pleasant sight to see the United States of Ame¬ 
rica dragged along on the ground by the henchmen of Zionism, 
with its moral face shoved into the mud, allowed to surface for 
air only twice a year, once in the spring and once in the fall, 
to vote for a U.N. resolution that routinely condemns Israeli 
settlements in the occupied territories, only to have its face 
shoved back into the mud, where it obsequiously makes mud- 
balls that it throws at the Arabs and the rest of the world, and 
all this at the command of its frightened friend with whom 
it shares the comer of the room. This is not a pleasant sight 
at all for us. We wonder how it must look to the American 
people in their Bicentennial year ?

The main purpose erf holding 
this meeting is to prepare for the 
U.N. water conference to be held 
in Argentina, March 1977. As to 
the objectives of the meeting, they 
are : First, to review documents 
prepared by concerned governme¬ 
nts, experts and specialists on dif¬ 
ferent subjects related to water 
resources. This includes evaluating 
applied technology and formula¬ 
ting water policy, and studying 
water demand and supply prospe- 
ctives which are directly connec¬ 
ted with the medium-term object¬ 
ives af the water resources pro¬ 
jects. Second, the meeting will be 
considered as a workshop to disc¬ 
uss main obstacles facing devel¬ 
opment of water resources in each 
of ECWA member states, make 
it possible to adopt new policies, 
legislation and technologies to 
cope with increasing demand on 
water in the future and to sugge¬ 
st recommendations to solve wat¬ 
er problems on national, regional 
and international levels. 

The documents and studies to 
be discussed in the meeting cons¬ 
ist of reports prepared, in coop¬ 
eration with ECWA by every 
participating country, defining 
basic water resources, shortage 
and scaristy of the available water 
quantities. 

It is expected that this meeting 
would provide constructive infor- 
maion to government officials co¬ 
ncerned with formulating plann¬ 
ing, administration and policy in 
the field of water resources deve¬ 
lopment. It is also expected that 
the meeting would contribute to 
the activities of he existing regi¬ 
onal committees concerned with 
water resources, and perhaps 
would lead to establishing one re¬ 
gional committee for water reso¬ 
urces.

A1 Sha’b and A1 Dustour edito¬ 
rials on Friday took up respectiv¬ 
ely the subjects of the new govern¬ 
ment in Lebanon and the Israeli 
manoeuvre at the U.N. General 
Assembly. 

A1 Sha’b says that despite the 
sensitiveness which the Lebanese 
war had left behind, the new Pri¬ 
me Minister, Dr. Selim A1 Hoss. 
was able, within a short time; to 
form a government for “the new 
Lebanon” - - the first in President 
Elias Sarkis’ term of office. 

The paper says the main quality 
of the new government is that it 
is formed of technocrats who ha¬ 


ve had or have no political affilia¬ 
tions, and were therefore neutral 
in the bloody conflict which Le¬ 
banon suffered during the last 19 
months. In other words, the paper 
adds, it is an all-Lebanese govern¬ 
ment which does not take sides 
with any party against any other 
party or parties - -a thing which 
goes to its credit in the talks about 
reestablishing peace and initiating 
the process of reconstruction in 
Lebanon.

Third World blames industrial states for slow Sino- Soviet talks stall 


ARIS, Dec. 10 (AFP). — The 
!9 developing countries in the 
orth-south dialogue who agr- 
ed last night to postpone the 
inal ministerial session due to 
tart on Dec. 15 squarely put the 
lame for the delay on the lea- 
ing Western industrial powers. 
The crucial concluding round 
f bargaining on a better economic 
eal for Third World countries 
lay now take place in three or 
our months. Third World sources 
aid here. 

A statement by the “19", read 
ut here by an aide to Mr. Man- 
el Perez Guerrero, the Venezue¬ 
la Co-chairman of the Confere- 
ce on Internationa] Economic Co- 
peration (CEEC), made it clear 
tat the failure to wind up the 
ear-old conference on schedule 
as due to lack of “political wiir 
a the part of “some" of the eight 
.idustrial powers involved. 

The statement did not name 
ie United States, the European 
sonomic Community and Japan, 
it Third World delegates made 
clear that the “19" held these 
mntries responsible for the lack 
‘ concrete progress in the dialo- 
le so far. 

The decision to put the final 
inisterial meeting off “until the 
•st part of next year' 1 was announ- 
d simultaneously by Mr. Perez 
uenero and the Western Co- 
iairman, Allan MacEachen of 
anada. 

Western delegates to the CEEC 
h that by accepting a postpo-

nement, the 19 developing coun¬ 
tries had kept all options open. 
They said the main factor was 
anticipation that U.S. President¬ 
elect Jimmy Carter, who is to 
take office on Jan. 20, would be 
prepared to present at least some 
concessions on issues the 19 con¬ 
sider as vital. 

These include the debt burden 
of developing countries, some 
form of indexing oil and raw ma¬ 
terial prices and more stable ex¬ 
port earnings. Another key issue 
is increased transfer of resources, 
mainly through more and impro¬ 
ved official development assis¬ 
tance. 

The same sources recognised 
that the big industrial powers 
given away virtually nothing in 
these areas. 

In their statement, the 19 said 
they were themselves prepared 
for the Dec. 15 ministerial con¬ 
ference. 

“But they have accepted the 
postponement in view of the arg¬ 
ument advanced that at this time 
some industrialised countries in 
the group of eight are not able 
to assume the political positions 
which will ensure the success of 
the conference and that early in 
the next year the perspectives 
appear favourable,” the statement 
said. 


The text emphasised that the 
initiative for the postponement 
“did not come from the group of 
19 but ... arose from the group 
of eight." 

It said the 19 hoped “that by 
the time that the ministerial mee¬ 
ting takes place, ail the members 
of the group of eight will demon¬ 
strate the political will which has 
been lacking so far." 

Speaking in Caracas, Mr. Perez 
Guerrero said a failure of the 
north-south dialogue would be 
“disastrous". And he made it clear 
that the "other side" would then 
be responsible, not the developing 
countries. 

The Venezuelan co-chairman at 
the same time singled out Sweden, 
the Netherlands, Canada and Fra¬ 
nce, the host country, as having 
proved more open and coopera¬ 
tive towards the positions of the 
19. 

But in Paris, a Third World del¬ 
egate insisted that although the 
attitude of Sweden and of the 
Netherlands -- which is a mem¬ 
ber of the EEC delegation - - were 
“politically significant”, they had 
no decisive impact on concrete 
solutions to such problems as 
debts and aid. What mattered was 
what the big economic powers 
-- the United States. Japan and 


West Germany - - were prepared 
to do. 

European diplomats endorsed 
this view, saying that the final 
result would depend on whether 
Mr. Carter adopted a less rigid 
stance on “matter of principle" 
than the outgoing U.S. administ¬ 
ration. 

If he did so, Japan was likely 
to follow suit, they said. They 
also cited some signs that West 
Germany might ease its stand. 

This might enable heads of state 
and government of the EEC to 
agree on a common position when 
they meet in London next Febru¬ 
ary. They failed to do so in the 
Hague last week. 

The same sources said the att¬ 
itude of the big economic powers 
might be influenced by next wee¬ 
k’s conference in Qatar of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Expor¬ 
ting Countries on oil prices. But 
inversely, the result of negotia¬ 
tions on raw materials, develop¬ 
ment and financial issues would 
decide what concessions the indu¬ 
strial countries might secure on 
energy in a final package deal in 
the Cl EC. 

‘‘Very hard bargaining" was 
ahead in the next three months, 
these sources said. 

Asked whether the 19 were 
pessimistic or optimistic about 
the final outcome, a Third World 
diplomat said : "We don’t spit 
on the future .... we have waited 
for 20 years. We can afford to 
wait for another three months." 


PEKING. Dec. 10 (R;. — No sub¬ 
stantive progress has been made 
since the stalled Sino-Soviet bor¬ 
der talks resumed here 10 days 
ago. informed sources said today. 

The talks were effectively dis¬ 
continued IS months ago when 
the chief Soviet negotiator. Depu¬ 
ty Foreign Minister Leonid Ilyi¬ 
ch ov. returned to Moscow. 

His return to Peking on Nov. 
27 was seen as part of a Soviet 
initiative to begin a fresh dialogue 
with the post-Mao administration 
of Chairman Hua Kuo-feng. 

Soviet diplomats hoped that 
with the change in leadership 
Peking would take a more flex¬ 
ible attitude towards the border 
deadlock and bilateral relations 
in General. 

On the Chinese side. Senior Vice 
Premier Li Hsien-nien said the 


Kremlin was creating false imp¬ 
ressions and he described the idea 
that relations would be relaxed 
as wishful thinking and day dre¬ 
aming. 

If anything, the Chinese propa¬ 
ganda war on the Soviet Union 
has been stepped up since Cha¬ 
irman Mao died on Sep. 9. 

The Chinese view is that the 
"Soviet renegade clique" tried to 
confuse Marxism and revisionism 
(Chinese jargon for the Soviet 
brand of communism) after Mao’s 
death. 

Peking is understood to regard 
Mr. Ilyichev’s return as part of 
this Russian design, and Chinese 
officials have indicated privately 
there will be no improvement in 
Sino-Soviet relations “unless the 
Soviet side changes its attitude 


U.S. State Department is 
not pleased with oil prices 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AFP). 
— The U.S. State Department 
reiterated today its disagreement 
with estimates that the econo¬ 
mies of the oil consuming coun¬ 
tries would not suffer if the 
producer states increased the 
price of crude oil "moderately" 
on Dec. 15. 

Referring to this month's me¬ 
eting in Qatar of the Organisa¬ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC), a spokesman 


for the department said : "No 
oil price increase is justified and 
it could have (a) damaging eff¬ 
ect for the world economy." 

A study made by the depart¬ 
ment showed that a “modest" 
oil rise of five per cent would 
represent, in real terms, a dec¬ 
rease of 0.3 per cent in the 
gross national product (GNP) 
of most of the consuming coun¬ 
tries, and of 0.2 per cent in the 
GNP of the United States.

and comes forward with concrete 
proposals." 

Soviet diplomats said Mr. Ilyi- 
chov had returned to the nego¬ 
tiating table with a new brief but 
that it was “secret". 

The Chinese view, however, is 
understood to be that no mean¬ 
ingful new proposals have been 
forthcoming. 

But in Moscow, Chinese officials 
said today the Sino-Soviet talks 
on border problems were conti¬ 
nuing in Peking and denied reports 
that the discussions were already 
deadlocked. 

The main stumbling block in 
the talks is understood to be Chi¬ 
na's insistence on Soviet reco¬ 
gnition that large areas of Siberia 
and Central Asia were obtained 
by Tsarist Russia from weak Chi¬ 
nese emperors under "unequal tre¬ 
aties." 

Another point at issue is kno¬ 
wn to be the Chinese demand that 
the Soviet Union agree to a mut¬ 
ual troop withdrawal along their 
6.400-km border as a precondition 
for meaningful negotiations.

WEEK IS NOT 
PLEASED 
WITH OPEC 

NEW YORK, Dec. 10 (AFP). — 
Oil-exporting countries are ac¬ 
cused of “smash-and-grab tac¬ 
tics” in the latest issue of the 
magazine Business Week. 

The magazine said : “A care¬ 
ful look at the world economy 
shows clearly that the price 
policy of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), has been a continuing 
drag on growth. 

“It has impoverished the less 
developed countries, brought 
the international financial sys¬ 
tem close to collapse, and fed 
inflation in the industrial coun¬ 
tries. Beyond that it has reduc¬ 
ed the productivity of capital 
investment and thus discourag¬ 
ed modernisation and expan¬ 
sion all over the worid.” 

According to Business Week: 
“In the longer run, the United 
States and the other big oil 
users must set out to break the 
stranglehold of OPEC on their 
economies. This means launchr 
ing a massive research pro¬ 
gramme to develop new sour¬ 
ces of energy and better ways 
of using existing energy. 

“It also means a determined 
effort to promote conservation, 
including the abolition of price 
regulations on domestic oil, 
which in effect subsidise im¬ 
ports.” 

The magazine called for “a 
concerted diplomatic effort by 
the United States and all its 
trading partners to make OPEC 
see that its smash-and-grab tac¬ 
tics will destroy not only the 
oil consumers but eventually 
the oil producers as welL” 

Business Week admitted that, 
in the short term, the U.S. had 
hardly any defence against 
an oil price rise in the near 
future.

MOSCOW. Dec. 10 (R). — The 
Soviet Union and Libya ended 
talks here yesterday with a call 
for stronger Soviet-Arab relat¬ 
ions, an apparent attempt to 
paper over differences between 
their two countries. 

The call, in a joint communi¬ 
que issued after four days of 
talks between fCremiin chiefs 
and Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi, seemed to underline 
Moscow's concern over the er¬ 
osion of its position in the Mid¬ 
dle East, observers said. 

The two countries appealed 
for a strengthened relations be¬ 
tween Arab people and the So¬ 
viet Union and other communist 
countries, according to the com¬ 
munique, carried by Toss news 
agency. 

"They express their firm res¬ 
olve to repel any attemps to 
damage Arab-Soviet friendship 
and consider it their duty to do 
everything to promote its cons¬ 
olidation and broadening ,” it 
said. 

But Western observers said 
the Soviet side -- represented 
by Communist Party leader Le¬ 
onid Brezhnev, Premier Alexei 
Kosygin and President Nifeolai 
Podgomy -- had apparently 
failed to persuade Col . Qadhafi 
of the wisdom of reconvening 
the Geneva Middle East Peace 
Conference. 

Last night’s communique de¬ 
scribed the talks as taking place 
in an atmosphere of frankn¬ 
ess" - - a word in Kremlin ter¬ 
minology recognising basic dis¬ 
agreement. 

The two sides stuck to estab¬ 
lished policy statements on the 
Middle-East . 


"I am very concerned, the sit¬ 
uation is extremely serious. From 
the middle of January we are ent¬ 
ering a new situation which may 
involve the destabilisation of Ang¬ 
ola." he said, adding “we have 
information that these plans, be¬ 
ing hatched in Pretoria and Salis¬ 
bury, may mature sometime next 
month." 


Commenting on Mr. Macbride's

• PARIS, Dec. 10 (R). — Egypt has secured French loans totalling 
£65 million to help finance economic development projects, French 
officials said today. They said £19 million would go to build an un¬ 
derground railway system in Cairo and the remainder to various 
other projects. The announcement followed three days of talks 
here between French and Egyptian officials. The Egyptian officials 
said the remaining £46 million would finance the purchase of French 
electrical equipment for power stations, the building of a tunned 
under the Suez Canal, and sugar cane and beet sugar refineries in 
upper and lower Egypt France has already granted Egypt £50 mil¬ 
lion credit facilities this year. 


ROME, Dec. 10 (RD. — Italian 
newspapers reported today that 
the Soviet Union was involved in 
a controversial deal which gave 
Libya a 9 per cent holding in the 
giant Fiat car company. 

The reports followed a surpri¬ 
se visit to Moscow yesterday by 
Fiat Chairman Giovanni Agnelli, 
during which he met visiting Li¬ 
byan leader Muammar Qadhafi. 

Two newspapers, the Commun¬ 
ist L’Unita and the Corriere Della 
Sera of Milan, said specifically 
that the $415 million deal appear¬ 
ed to be linked to Fiat investments 
in the Soviet Union. 

A Fiat spokesman said he could 
neither confirm nor deny the press 


reports, which were published as 
the Italian parliament began a de¬ 
bate on the Libya-Fiat deal. 

In a report from Moscow, L’Uni- 
ta said Signor Agnelli’s visit "au¬ 
thorised observers to repropose 
the hypothesis... that the Soviet 
Union cooperated in the drawing 
up of the Libya-Fiat agreement” 

The correspondent of L'Unita 
quoted sources in Moscow as sa¬ 
ying that a number of planned 
Fiat projects had been shelved be¬ 
cause of lack of Italian govern¬ 
ment credits. 

"The entry of Libya capital," 
he added, “would permit the com¬ 
pany to overcome its credit diffi¬ 
culties and therefore to go ahead 


with the carrying out of the pro¬ 
grammes agreed with the Soviet 
Union*” 

Signor Agnelli signed a five- 
year cooperation agreement in 
Moscow last month for a series 
of projects to be carried out at 
Fiat’s plant at Toglaattigrad. 


• MOSCOW, Dec. 10 (R). — The Soviet Union announced tonight 
it was introducing a 200-mile fishing zone around its coasts in which 
foreign vessels would only be able to operate with Russian con¬ 
sent. A decree published by the government newspaper Izvestia 
said the decision was "a temporary one” pending agreement on 
the issue of sea rights at the long-standing United Nations Confer¬ 
ence on the Law of the Sea. The decree, issued over the signature 
of President Nikolai Podgomy, did not specifically state that the 
measures were going into force at once, but it was believed this 
was the case. 


Informed sources said today's 
press reports appeared to confirm 
rumours here earlier this week 
that the Soviet Union was involv¬ 
ed in the Libyan deal with Fiat. 


Corriere Della Sera's Moscow 
correspondent linked the deal with 
a current visit to Rome by Soviet 
Vice Minister for Foreign Trade 
Nicolai Komarov, and negotiations 
for a $600 million credit by Italian 
authorities to the Soviet Union. 


# HONG KONG, Dec. 10 (R). — China has successfully brought 
back to earth a space satellite launched on Tuesday, the New China 
News Agency reported today. Details of the landing were not given 
but it was the second satellite to have been retrieved since China 
began its space programme in April 1970. 


MADRID, Dec 10 (Agencies). — 
Senor Santiago Carrillo, the exiled 
Spanish Communist Party leader, 
emerged from hiding today and 
gave, bis first press conference in 
Spain since the 1936-39 civil war.
